Remarks  on  Total  Statistics:  The  Birth  Rate  of 
17.7  for  1937  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year,  which  was  13.7.  For  England  and  Wales  the 
Birth  Rate  for  1937  was  14.9. 
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Death  Rate:  The  Death  Rate  of  17.2  shows  an 
increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  was 
12.9.  For  England  and  Wales,  the  Death  Rate  for 
1937  was  12.4.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rate 
still  continues  to  be  higher  than  the  Death  Rate. 
Four  years  ago  the  Death  Rate  was  higher  than  the 
Birth  Rate. 

Chief  Causes  of  Death:  These  include  11  from 
Cancer,  20  from  Cardio-vascular  diseases,  3 from 
Respiratory  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  any  form  of  Tuber- 
culosis. A detailed  list  of  causes  of  death  is  printed 
in  this  report. 

Infantile  Mortality:  The  Death  Rate  of  Infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per,  1,000  births  is,  I am 
pleased  to  say,  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  58. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

I regret  to  state  that  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  was  the  largest  for  many  years.  In  an 
effort  to  control  the  epidemic  innumerable  swabs 
were  taken  and  a further  series  of  immunisation  at 
the  schools  were  carried  out.  There  was  unfor- 
tunately 1 death,  that  in  hospital.  The  four  schools 
in  the  district  were  closed  during  the  year  for 
Infectious  Disease  and  fumigated. 

Small  Pox:  I am  pleased  to  say  that  no  cases  of 
Small-Pox  were  reported  in  the  Council’s  area. 

Measles:  There  was  the  usual  amount  of  this 
disease  during  the  year,  but  no  deaths  resulted. 

Whooping  Cough:  There  was  a fair  amount  of 
this  disease  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  no 
deaths. 

Summer  Diarrhoea:  There  was  a small  amount  of 
this  during  the  late  summer,  but  no  deaths. 

Influenza:  I am  pleased  to  say  there  was  no 
epidemic  during  the  past  year,  but  unfortunately 
there  was  one  death. 
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Tuberculosis:  One  new  case  of  Tuberculosis 
was  reported  during  the  year,  1 pulmonary.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Doubtful  cases 
are  referred  by  Local  Practitioners  to  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  Officer  of  the  District,  who 
attends  at  the  Dispensary,  which  is  situated  at 
Garforth.  This  Officer  decides  the  form  of  treat- 
ment most  suitable.  Some  are  recommended  for 
Sanatorium  Treatment  and  some  for  Domiciliary 
Treatment. 

A Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  from  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  visits  patients  at  their  own 
homes,  and  follows  up  suspected  cases  and  contacts. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum:  No  cases  reported.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  the  drainage  is  by  piped  sewers, 
discharging  into  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  drains  and  sewers  were  flushed  and  dis- 
infected during  the  year,  and  in  the  case  of  new 
houses,  the  water  carriage  system  only  is  enter- 
tained where  possible.  Every  effort  has  been  made 
to  keep  the  Effluent  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
up  to  the  Rivers  Board’s  Requirements.

Public  Conveniences:  There  are  modern  under- 
ground Public  Conveniences  provided,  consisting  of 
3 W.C.’s  and  1 Urinal;  and  4 W.C.’s  and  2 Urinals 
provided  at  the  Recreation  Ground. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal:  The  Scavenging 
of  the  District  is  done  by  our  own  Scavenging 
Department. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  during  the  last  year 
was  satisfactorily  and  systematically  carried  out. 
Only  very  few  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance 
arising  from  neglect  of  cleansing  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences, and  in  no  case  were  they  found  to  be 
of  a serious  nature.  The  complaints  were  separately 
investigated  and  the  necessary  requirements  were 
attended  to  promptly. 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  far  as 
possible,  to  see  that  all  the  conveniences  were 
emptied  regularly.  Disinfectant  powder  is  distri- 
buted for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  receptacles 
after  cleansing. 

The  refuse  is  easily  disposed  of  on  to  agricultural 
land. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  water  supply  to  the  schools  continues  to  be 
adequate. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

Two  Recreation  Grounds  are  provided,  one 
adjoining  the  Housing  Estate  and  the  other  in 
Barley  Hill  Road,  adjoining  the  main  road,  the  latter 
being  constructed  into  Modern  Playing  Fields.
